ere are hundreds of voters in the 

Millwall Ward of Tower Hamlets to 

whom the BNP’s first councillor, 
Derek Beackon is a local hero. 

He listens to their wants, goes away, 
effects a result and often shows up in the 
early hours of the morning to supervise 
work by council workmen. A political 
rival told Digest: “It’s unbelievable. He 
is putting in a 70 hour week to get him- 
self across - and he’s succeeding.” 

Digest staffers have been getting tele- 
phone calls from Millwall Ward resi- 
dents praising the work of the councillor 
they now call “Del”. Observers estimate 
he has picked up nearly 1,000 more 
votes than the 1,400 that got him elected 
at last year’s bye-election. Lib Dems and 
Labour canvassers are very quiet in the 
streets and even more subdued in their 
committee meetings. 

The best the opposition parties can 
hope is that they split the vote to keep 
out two other BNP candidates, in the 
election where the electorate has three 
votes. They are determined that the 
BNP “does not get its hands on the 
£23M Neighbourhood budget.” 

Key to the Millwall result is the voting 
power of the residents of upmarket con- 


dominiums who have invested £Millions 
into riverside and dockside homes and 
are anxious to safeguard the value of 
their investments. 

Most have not go involved in the local 
politics which have careered out of con- 
trol in the last six months as factions of 
the Labour Party and Lib Dems expend- 
ed their energies on the infighting, 
rather than looking after the interests of 
residents ahd the business community. 

But with national interest focussing 
on the May elections, the private house- 
holders and their tenants have enough 
votes to swing the election - if they can 
be persuaded to turn out on the day. 


BNP WOOING 
BUSINESSMEN 


he British National Party, field- 
ing candidates in May’s local 
elections, are wooing the business 
community in the Isle of Dogs 
Business District and other areas. 
In a surprising statement the BNP 
“accepts that the private enterprise sys- 
tem is the one which functions with the 
greatest dynamism and efficiency. 


“We therefore favour most parts of 
the economy operating under private 
ownership and control...we believe that 
the policy, followed in recent years, of 
regarding the UK manufacturing base 
as expendable, is mistaken and must be 
reversed,” says the statement.

ames Hunt, the Labour candidate 

who was beaten by the BNP’s 
Derek Beackon and then resigned 
from the Labour Party, was a late 
candidate for the May election. 

He is standing as an independent “of all 
political parties”, and lost no time in 
attacking his former party. “Seeing 
Labour operate from the inside showed 
me to what depths the party is prepared to 
sink to win the vote in Millwall. 

“Their candidates have promised 1,000 
new homes for rent, but this demon- 
strates they still have no understanding of 
local concerns.

BUILDING FOR THE FUTURE 


The BNP will house LOCAL people in partnership with housing associations 


AS this newspaper goes to press 
there is a strong chance that the 
British National Party will win 
control of at least one, and ‘possibly 
two, local councils on 5th May. 

If this happens, the BNP will be 
able to demonstrate its blueprint for 


f} local authority housing. 


Firstly, we’ll ensure that LOCAL 
people’s needs come first. By law, we 
are not allowed to operate a ‘whites 
only’ housing policy. However, what 
we can do is abolish Labour’s ‘ethnic 
quota? schemes which discriminate 
against whites. We want all residents, 
whatever their colour, to have an equal 
share in local authority housing. 


NO HOUSING OF ‘REFUGEES’ 


Most importantly, a BNP council 
would exercise its legal right to refuse 
to house people from outside the 
borough. Labour and Liberal councils 
have been housing thousands of so- 
called ‘refugees’ from foreign 
countries, whilst local people have 
remained on waiting lists. There is in 
fact no legal requirement to house 
anyone from outside a particular 
borough. Legally, ‘refugees’ must be 


housed only by the borough in which 


they arrive in Britain. In the case of 
Heathrow airport, for example, this is 
Hillingdon Borough Council. 

Under Labour and the Liberals, the 
Alien population of some London 
boroughs has multiplied ten-fold over 
the past ten years — simply because 


«the old parties want to gain cheap votes 


from the outsiders. 
The Tory Government has placed 


strong legal restrictions on local 


authorities’ powers to build new 
council houses, but many councils are 
now working in partnership with 
charitable housing associations to 
provide affordable accommodation for 
local people. Funds are also provided 
by the Housing Corporation, which 
allocates Government grants to housing 
associations to create new schemes. 
This is a policy which the BNP will 
continue. We are also particularly keen 
to initiate schemes whereby tenants are 
able to pay part rent, part mortgage, 
for those who would like to own their 
own homes but can’t afford the risk of 
total ownership. 

The BNP’s target is to ensure that 
all those born and bred in a particular 
neighbourhood will be offered a home 
there. In the past, many locals have 
had to move away from their families 
because of Labour’s policy of housing 
alien ‘refugees’ before local people. 


ZERO HOMELESSNESS 


We want to ensure that there is 
zero homelessness on the Island within 
six months of the BNP being elected. 
This will be achieved not only by 
building new houses and ensuring that 
local people come first, but also by 
organising teams of volunteers to help 
refurbish existing run-down properties 
and make them fit to live in. 

If one or more BNP councils are 
elected in May, it will be the political 
equivalent of winning the pools for 
those residents concerned, because 
everyone will benefit. 

We can undo“years of neglect by 
Labour’s Hard Left, and restore power 
back to the British people.

Asians born here are not accepted as 
‘British’, and equally, many are 
rejecting the traditional culture of their 
parents. Instead of the traditional 
values taught by the Moslem, Hindu 
and Sikh religions, such as respect for 
elders, chastity and honesty, many 
young Asians are drifting into 
American-style street gangs.

the .local newspaper : Bedfordshire on 
Sunday (20.02.94), ‘“‘Asian youth is 
emerging in Bedford as a violent gangland 
culture.” The article goes on: ‘Their 
behaviour is completely at odds with peace- 
loving elders, a generation of shopkeepers, 
labourers and restaurateurs who settled in 
Bedford in the late 40s and 50s.” 

The problem is that many young Asians 
in Britain do not have the traditional 
respect for their parents. Bedford councillor 
Mohammed Khan commented: ‘‘They do 
not respect their parents and do not listen 
to them. We have tried to bring them back 
into the fold, tried to discipline them but 
they are not interested.’’ Some Asian girls 
are running away from arranged marriages 
to end up homeless or living as prostitutes 
in Birmingham, Leicester or Leeds. 


councillors Yve Amor, Christine 
Shawcroft; Dave Lawrence, Dave Chapman 
and Ivan Walker were hardly elected to 
office when they scrapped the Housing 
Management Committee ‘HMC’. This was 
a neighbourhood committee which had been 
set up chiefly as a result of pressure from 
local people and they rightly considered it 
a valuable forum for expressing their 
views. Both Kathy and I tried to halt this 
cancellation and have pressed vigorously 
ever since for the HMC to be reinstated; 
we were and have been totally ignored. At 
the same time as known members of the 
Labour Party we had to endure criticism 
from local people who were rightfully 
angry when a committee they valued and 
worked hard to set up was brushed aside as 
a thing of no value. Was a word said 
against the councillors by that Labour Party 
for taking this cavalier and insensitive step? 
It was not, but plenty were said against us 
for daring to criticise the councillors! 

‘Yet again, a few months ago the Race 
Forums were cancelled by Councillors 
Amor, Shawcroft and Lawrence, despite 
the strong opposition of ourselves and a 
Councillor Ted Jones and a ‘‘Care 
Committee” set up in their place.

‘“We won’t even bother to comment on 
the ‘‘postponement’’ (when are they to take 
place) of neighbourhood meetings since the 
election of the BNP councillor except to 
say that this again happened without the 
consent of Ted Johns and is entirely of a 


` piece with the dictum that if something 


offends the sensibilities of councillors 
Amor, Shawcroft and Lawrence it is 
rapidly disposed of and to hell with what 
local people want, need to think. 

You may not be aware that in 1990 
there was a strike by housing officers in the 
Neighbourhood. A group of local people, 
encouraged by Kathy, approached me 
because they were concerned about the 
welfare of the elderly, infirm and 
physically handicapped during the winter of 
the strike. I invited them to come to a 
Labour Party meeting to voice those 
concerns. I arrived slightly late to find they 
had been left standing in the street on a 
bitterly cold night.

To 
this day I and everyone else in the hall 
have yet to see any benefit accruing to any 
local organisation which we all agreed 
should receive it. Councillor Amor chaired 
that meeting. The voice of the people being 
ignored again. Has anyone in the Party 
bothered to right this wrong? 

“I will turn now to the saga of 
Masthouse Terrace. At a campaign 
committee shortly after we knew we had 
secured the land for Masthouse Terrace 
Councillors Amor, Walker and Chapman 
assisted with the drafting of a leaflet which 
said that Masthouse Terrace would be let to 
local people. I still have a copy of the 
leaflet in my possession. I was proud to 
deliver it because I really felt we were

Mr 
Reed’s friend Philip Tull was also 
kicked unconscious by the thugs, and 
suffered several broken bones. 

The injuries sustained by 45-year- 
old Les Reed left him looking like a 
car-crash victim, Cardiff Crown Court 
was told. A pathologist found 55

BRITISH policemen may have to be 
armed to deal with the Yardie 
threat, according to a report 
published last month by the National 
Criminal Intelligence Service. British 
Nationalist has obtained extracts of 
the top-level inquiry into Yardie 
gangs — and it makes terrifying 
reading. 


FIREARMS 


The report states: “‘The ever 
increasing possession and use of 
firearms by Jamaican criminals is 
causing serious concern. A good 
firearm is considered a prized 
possession. The Uzi sub-machine gun 
is highly regarded, the reason being the 
high firepower of these weapons and 
the status symbol they have become.”’ 

The use of guns by the Yardies, 
adds the report, has prompted 
Metropolitan Police Commissioner 
Paul Condon to predict that UK police 
may have to be armed within the next 
ten years. 


GANGSTERS 


The report admits that Jamaican 
gangsters are still entering the UK 
legally and illegally, and that thei 
numbers will increase as a result of a 
planned crackdown in Jamaica and 
changes to the US immigration laws. 

London has already seen a series of 
brutal Yardie murders, most recently 
the slaughter of PC Patrick Dunne, 
who was caught in the cross-fire of a 
Yardie drugs feud last October. One 
Metropolitan detective commented: 
*‘It’s:all about reputation and respect. 
Using a gun to take out a rival 
increases their ‘rep’, especially if it’s 
done brazenly and violently.’’ 


MURDERS 


But London isn’t the only place 
where Yardies operate. The cancer has 
spread to most of Britain’s major 
cities, most notably Manchester, where 
drug-related murders are now a serious 
problem for the police. On Moss Side, 
terrified residents are often kept awake 
by the crackle of gunfire as drug 
dealers fight over lucrative territories, 
or ‘yards’. 

Yardies first appeared on the 
American crime scene in 1985, and 
quickly gained control of the lucrative 
crack market. 

After Britain surrendered control of 
Jamaica in 1962, local corrupt politi- 
cians of the Jamaican Labour Party and 
the People’s Party recruited and armed 


vicious gangs to terrorise voters into 
supporting them at the polls. These 
gangs quickly moved into the lucrative 
drugs racket — and the Yardies were 
born. 

During the 1980s, American cities 
were flooded with crack, and between 
30,000 and 40,000 Jamaicans were 
believed to have been involved in the 
trade. But America has now started to 
get tough with the drug dealers. Finger 
print checks make it harder for 
convicted drug dealers to re-enter the 
country, and US courts have recently 
been handing out much stiffer 
sentences. 


HOST COUNTRY 


According to a recent report in the 
Derby Telegraph (28.02.94), the result 
is that ‘“‘the gangs are looking for a 
new host country where they can oper- 
ate more profitably and with less risk; 
one with less stringent immigration 
controls and an English-speaking Afro- 
Caribbean community into which they 
can disappear. To the Yardies, Britain 
looks like a real prize.’’

A detective commented: ‘‘He has 
never told us his motive for the 
attacks but he appears to have 
developed a fixation about middle- 
aged women and BMW cars. What’s 
clear from his background is that 
there was a spiralling level of 
violence. His behaviour can change 
from good to bad in a split second. ”’ 

The real issue at stake over this 
horrifying case is the Tory Govern- 
ment’s cavalier attitude to the safety 
of the public, who are put at risk 
from the policy of ‘care in the comm- 
unity’. This policy is in fact a cynical 
way of saving money by closing 
mental hospitals. It is cloaked in 
trendy jargon about ‘helping’ psycho- 
paths and dangerous schizophrenics 
live amongst normal people.

Merlyn decided to 
play dead, in the hope he would 
leave her alone. it was then that 
she felt the heat of flames licking 
around her body. With horror, she 
realised Ferrira had locked her in 
the room and set fire to it. 

Then, by a miracle, a neighbour

smelt the smoke opened the door. 
Stark naked and pouring with blo- 
od from the wounds to her throat, 
Merlyn staggered into the street. 

The first policeman to arrive 
was PC Simon Carroll, who was 
later to be shot by drug dealers 
while on duty in Brixton. 

Miraculously, the bottle had 
missed Merlyn’s main artery by 
millimetres, and after extensive 
hospital treatment and plastic 
surgery to her face, she has now 
made a recovery — at least 
physically. But the mental scars 
will remain, and so brave Merlyn 
Nuttall is planning to write a book 
to help other victims of rape.

The alleged victim 
was said to be ‘‘very distressed” that Mute- 
masango was allowed to leave the country 
without facing a trial. The first the girl knew 
about the charges being dropped was when 
she read about it in a newspaper. 

In another incident, sex-attacker Karl 
Gambrill (Left) was freed by a judge after 
attempting to have sex with an eight-year-old 
girl.

It is quite clear from these incidents, and 
hundreds more similar cases, that Establi- 
shment politicians are just not interested in 
stopping serious crime.

resolving the housing problem on the 
tsland. How different was the reality. I 
well recall the ward meeting when, after 
months of refusing to discuss the issue 
despite constant pressure by Kathy, 
Councillor Amor announced the allocation 
splits. The meeting erupted in fury. A 
direct result of the Masthouse fiasco was 
the setting up of the Island Action Group 
for Equality — massively attended meet- 
ings by people who feel that they have been 
discriminated against and ignored. Large 
numbers of people do not consistently turn 
out for no reason. Some of us have 
bothered to meet them and find out why — 
the bulk of the Labour Party turns its back 
and brands them (and us) racist. 

‘The issue, of Councillor Dave 
Chapman has been a running sore in the 
community for the past three years.

- Now teachers throughout the North East 
have set up Teachers Against The Nazis 
(TAN) to combat what they see as a growing 
threat. 

TAN member Eddie Parkinson says the 
British National Party are gearing up to field

Anti-BNP terror: what 


happened to the big 
media outcry? 


When young Asian Quaddus Ali was 
attacked and badly beaten up, allegedly 
by a mob of white youths, in East 
London late last summer, a huge wail 
went up from the mass media about 
white ‘racist violence’. Ever since 
then, Ali has been made a public 
celebrity, and in a great number of 
press, radio and TV reports about the 
British National Party he has been 
shown with all his wounds and given a 
platform to sound forth against ‘racists’ 
— despite the total lack of any 
evidence that the BNP was connected 
with the attack on him and the improb- 
ability that it even had any ‘racist’ 
motive at all. : 

Contrast this with two acts of terror 
quite clearly committed by the BNP’s 
opponents last month. On April 7th a 
parcel bomb exploded when being 
opened at the party’s Welling Book- 
shop by Head of Administration Alf 
Waite. Mr. Waite could have been 
killed or at the very least seriously 
injured, possibly blinded. His 


spectacles saved him from grave eye 


injuries, and by a stroke of good luck 
his wounds were restricted to cuts and 
lacerations on his hands. He is now, 
happily, almost completely recovered. 

Then just a week later a team of six 
BNP activists canvassing in the 
Beckton Ward of London’s Newham 
Borough was ambushed by a mob of 
left-wing thugs about 12-14 in number 


and armed with iron bars. One of the - 


BNP men, candidate Michael 


- Davidson, was so badly beaten that he © 


lost his right eye. Peter. Hart, also a 
candidate raeroswved head i iaj wri which 


fortunately did not turn out to be 
serious. 

These acts of terrorism received very 
small-scale media coverage on the days 
following. To date, there has been no 
prominent media focus on either of 
them remotely comparing with that 
given to the attack on Quaddus Ali. 
Whilst the motive behind the Ali attack 
remains obscure, there cannot be the 


slightest doubt that the injuries to Alf 
Waite and Michael Davidson were 


caused as a result of deliberate terror 
by one or another of the BNP’s 
opponents. In this connection it should 
be of interest that at a large TUC- 
backed ‘anti-racist’? rally in March 
black Labour MP Diane Abbott 
declared: ‘“We shall smash the fascists 
(sic!) by all means necessary.” We 
have no knowledge of plans by TV
